From the paper on the ‘‘Causes and Conso-
suences of the Paragusyan War,” by Porter
. Bliss, we take the following brief bnt com-
prehensive statement of the antecedents of
the parties to the late contest. —

S,

At the beginning of the wyear 1810,
the territoriesa mow comprised in the
Argentine  Repnblio — Urngnay, Para-

ay, and Bolivin—formed the viceroyalty of

a Plata, belonging to Spain, and adminis-
tored by a colonial governmont, having its
soat nt Buenos Ayres. Brazil wus, in like
manner, n colony of Portugal; governed by a
viceroy at Ilio Jansiro, DBetween these re-
apective colonies, there had been ivvmemorial
struggles as to boundaries, dating back to a
Pupal bull, by which Popea Alezander VI, in
the year following the discovery of Amaricn,
assumed to divide the New World betwesn
the crowns of Spain and Portugal. After
being the cause of numerous indecisive wars,
and equally indecisive treaties, the great
question of limits was inherited by the em-
pire of Brazil, npon its becoming indepen-
dent of Portugal, in 1822, and still subsists
upsolved between that empire and nearly all
of its eight repnblican neighbors,

The littla territory which now forms
the republic of Urngnay, otherwise
known as ths Banda Ortental, or eastern
shore of the river Urnguny, has always been
the chief bone of econtention. Originally
settled by the Portuguese, and claimed by
them as within their earliest limits, as fixed
by the Pope, it changed heuds four times
during the last century, and wes finally as-

sigugd to Spain by the treaty of 1777, the |

latest which was made between the rival
powerd, and which is still considered as an-
thoritative by all the Spanish-Awerican re-
publica. The narthern portion of the territory
was, however, seizad by Portagal doring tha
short war of 1801, and now forius part of the
southernmost Brazilian province, thatof [
(frande do Sul,

The year 1810 bronght with i, as 2 conse-
ynence of the Napoleonic wars in Spain, thae
revplt of the Spanish colonies in Awsrica,

followed by a series of efiorts on the part of |

Spain to recover her lost werritories, which
did not terminate uutil the victories of
Junin and Ayacuch were won by Bolivar, in
LB24,

The viceroyalty of La Plata, in the mean-
time, bad become disintegrated into four in-
dependent States, Paraguay was the firat to
secede. Under the guidauce of the celabrated
Dr. Francin, she seperated from her sister
provinces, and, protected hy her inaccessibile
position, was never invaded by Spanish
troops. Bolivie—then called Upper Peru—
was reconquered by Spein in 1817, and re-
mained 1n snbjection until iberated, in 1820,
by the Veneznelan general, whe, in additica
te her independence, hestowed upon her s
constitotion and her present name,

*‘Eastern Shore of the Uraguay"” (Banda

Oriental) remained =& portion of the
Argentine  Confederation until 1817,
when it was seized by the Purtu-
goese, and annexed to Trazil, In

1822 it became the *'Cis-Plutine Proviuce™’
of the new DBrazilian empire. In 1525 it re-
volted from Drazil, with the design of re-
entering the Argentine Confederation, which
aided in the strugpgle by waging & victorious
war npon the empire. The intervention of
European powers, howaver, terminated the
contest in 152X, in & manner nnsatisfactory
to both belligerents, by erecting the dispntul
territory into s republic, whose independence
was unwillingly guaranteed by them,

Since that date, the little republic of Urn- |

guay has been the perpetual fleld of intrignes,
promoted by her Eo-avorfnl neighbors, which
covet a territory which each considers right-
fully its own. It has been a continual pray
to the dissensions of the two parties which
have alternately held sway, and which have
been alternately fomented by Brazil and the
Argentine Republic. These parties, callad
Blancos and Colorados—the Whites and the

Reds—have never represented any
tangible differemce of policy, and have
been wmerely the personal feuds of tha

leading families. At first, both parties were

uslly hostile to Brazil. The Argentine
Dictator Resas early beeame the ally of the
Blancos, and with their aid waged & nine
years’

of Montevideo. In 18531, the celebrated
Urquiza, the principal general of Rosas, re-

volted against his master, effected & compro- |

mise between the factions, and marched
against Rosas with forces angmented by the
Urugnayans of both parties and by & strong
Brazilian detachment.

Rosas was overthrown at the battle of
Monte-Caseros in February, 1852, and fled to
England, where he has sinoe lived in quietexile
at Sonthampton, The Argentine Confedera-
tion was reconstructed by Urquiza, who re-
mained President until 1850, when Dr, Ban-
tingo Derqui was elected in his place. In
1861 General Bartolome Mitre, Governor of

Buenos Ayres, headed a revolt ageinst Dorqui, |

and defeated the Argentine national forces
commanded by Urquiza, at the decisive bat-
tle of Pavon, Saptember 17. It was more
than snspected that the result of the contest
was brought about by collusion bstween tie
opposing generals, Be this as it may, the
government of Dr. Derqui was overthrown,
md the former *‘‘Confederation” was remod.
elled as the “‘Argentine Hepublic,” Gaperal
Mitre, who is at once a poet, & novelist, 4
historian, and a parliamentery orator, be-
came President for a terw of six years, be-
ginning in October, 1502,
At the pacification of 1551, the Blanuo
y obtainad power in Montevideo, and re.
tained it for three yeari. In 1851 Goneral
Venancio Flores, a Colorado leader, made &
succesaful revolution, aided by Brazilian and
tine diplomacy. He became President,
but was in turn overthrown by the Blancos in

He was
also aided not a little by the sympathy and
secret mgport of the Argentines. The revo-
lution of Flores was utterly unjnstifiable, an

the Blanco party, then in power, re-
resented the vast majority of the
aw-abiding “‘Orientals,” or Urngnayans,

| and a complete amnesty existed for the party
! to which l!"lom belonged. Besides, the ad
| ministration of President Berro had been the
| best which that distracted republic had ever
| enjoyed. The conduct of the Brazilisn and
| Argentine administrations, at this erisis, fixes
a stein upon those otherwise enlightoned
governments, and justly alienated from them
| & portion of that sympathy which they wonld
otherwise have had, when they, in their turn,
became the vietima of ruthless aggression by
the tyrants of Paragmay!
The so-called Repnblic of Paraguay was
| ruled by the famoun Dr. Franeia, first 84 con-
sul, and afterwards as dictator, from 1511 till
| his death in 1540, IHis power, which was ab-
solute and ferociously exercised, was derived,
in a at measore, from the tradition of
Jesuit rnle in those Guarani missions which
were the germ of the Paragnayan population,
After his death tho snpreme power wus seized
by Carlos Antonio Lopez, nndar the title of
consul, which he exchianged, in 1844, for that
of president. He remained in office till his
death in September, 1862, when General
| Francisco BSolano Lopes suceeeded to. his
| place, by virtue of the last will and testiment
of his putative father, ratified hy a *‘Con-
gress'” of his own exclusive selaction.

I bave not space to enter here npon any
detail of the personal or administrative his-
tory of either of the Lopezes, Snffice it to

| say, that the government remained, in theory
and practice, ad absolute as in the duy of
| Francin ; that Paraguny never had either con-
| sfitntion or code of lews; and that the
| docnment sometimes ealled, for con-
| venience, the ‘‘Constitution of Paraguay,”
| was merely an  ediot of the elder
| Lopez, attributing to himself ab-
| solute snpremacy, with *‘ex'raordinary facnl.
| ties,” whenever Lo shonld deemn it necassacy
| to assume them. 'This edict was duly “‘ap-
| proved” by the Paragnayan “‘Congress,” a
! body in which, durivg his whole administra-
| tion, an opposition ypesch or vote was an un-
| known event, and which never tovk any other
| action than to sanction every proposal of the
excoutive., I must also mention, in correc-
tion of a wide.spread error, thut Carloa Anto-
nio Lopez did not abolish slavery.  He pro-
claimed, in 124}, that all ehddren born
thereafter of slave parents shonld be-
come free at the age of twenty-five years ; so
that the earliest emancipation would only
| bave taken place last year,
| Francisco Solano Lopez, born in 18426, be-
came general-in-chief of the Paraguayan
arwy, by his father's nppointment, at the age
of eighteen; was aftervards minister of war,
and was constaully engaged in other import-
ant offices until his wecesaion. In 1453 he
had been sent as mivisler to Hpgland, Feance
and Italy, remaining in Europe about eigh-
teen months. It was at this time that he
| first coneceived the idea of making Parngnay
a great military power, 87 as ultimately to
enlarge her limits ; an idea whiach thenceforth
became his rulling pession, to which every
other consideration was of secondary import-
ance. The vast stores of war waterial which
he acoumulated, the DParagneyan tlest of
| twenty steamers, the arsenal, the foundries,
the well-drilled army of 40,000 men, all bore
witness, in 1564, to the thoronghiness with
which he had carried ont his long-matured
project,

At that date Parngnay had not been en-
| geged in actual hostilities for more than half
| a century. A nowminal stute of war with the
Argentine dictator, Roxas, had existed in 1816,
in conseqnence of his refusing to racognize
Parvagnayan independence; bnt no blood had
been shed, The Brezilian Governwent had
| ever been the fast friend of Paragnay —from

interested motives, no donbt—and hal aided |

| her with advice and with the gift of war
materisl, Unsettled bonundary qnestions ex-
